al  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  1947* 


Mr.  Chairman j,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1947 ,  which  is  an 
abridged  one  in  accordance  with  Circular  I7O/47  Ministry  of  Health. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  area  has  been  very  free  from  Infectious  Diseases 
except  for  some  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Infantile  Paralysis • 

One  suspected  case  in  a  child  of  4  years  was  admitted 
to  hospital  for  observation,  but  was  later  found  not 
to  be  suffering  from  the  disease* 

No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever ,,  Diphtheria,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever,  or  Enteric  were  reported. 

The  children  are  immunised  against  Diphtheria  at  the 
Welfare  Centre  (under  5  years),  and  every  School  Child 
is  offered  a  maintenance  dose  at  5  years  and  10  years. 
The  acceptance  rate  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Tuberculosis . 

Six  new  cases  were  notified  last  year  as  compared  with 
4  in  1946.  One  of  the  cases  was  a  transfer  case  from 
another  part  of  the  country. 

The  Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  575 
per  million  as  compared  with  the  following  rates  for

Factories  Act#  1937 . 

There  are  in  the  district  28  factories  in  which  Sections 
1-6  are  enforced  by  the  Sanitary  Authority . 

The  number  of  inspections  made  was  28 ?  and  in  2  instances 
it  was  found  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  insufficent 
or  defective  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

No  prosecutions  were  found  necessary  last  year. 

Homeworkers  -  Nil.
